Felicitates Town 
on New Gymnasium 


Dr. Schrader, State Supervisor 
of Physical Education, Speaks 
before P. T. A. 


| 


“I’m happy for the new life that is to be 
opened up for the children of Andover 
through the new gymnasium,” said Dr. Carl 
L. Schrader, state supervisor of physical 
education in opening his talk before the 

*arent-Teacher association at the high 

}school Wednesday evening. ‘After six 
months of the new physical education pro 
gram,’’ he stated, “you will wonder why 
you waited so long.”’ “Andover will see a 
change in its children,” he said; “they will 
}come home nights with a new enthusiasm 
built on the day’s achievements, each sur- 
passing that of the day before.”’ 

Leisure, the noted physical educator said, 
is a prerogative and a privilege of the mass, 
and the question arises today to what extent 
the mass is prepared to give constructive use 
| to this new leisure. Leisure hours are the 
hours in which misdemeanor occurs, and that 
is why the educator today must inject courses 
into the school curriculum to make possible a 
constructive utilization of those leisure hours. 

Speaking more directly of physical educa- 
tion, Dr. Schrader remarked that play has 
always been the greatest occupation of the 
greatest number for the longest time. It needs 
an apprenticeship, too, he said just as art and 
music does. The thrill of seeing a game is 
nothing compared to the thrill of the per- 
former. There are thrills at all levels: the pole 
vaulter setting a new mark at over fourteen 
feet receives a thrill, and the youngster vault- 
ing over eight feet for the first time receives 
just as great a thrill, the educator explained. 
The new picture in physical education is the 
mass program. This doesn’t mean that the 
varsity team disappears, he said; it is the 
peak of a pyramid. 

Today we are stressing the type of game 
that can be played by two to four persons, 
because these games have a carry-over value 
in later life. They can be played for years and 
years, whereas team games have a limited 
scope, stopping in most cases when the school 
career is ended. 

SUGGESTS LONGER SCHOOL DAY 

Dr. Schrader brought out a most interest- 
ing point when he suggested a longer school 
day. He would not have any home-work 
until the high school period was reached; in- 
stead all the work would be done in school 
The child would come home after a full day. 
We have the shortest school day, the shortest 
school week, the shortest school year of any 
civilized country, he said. 

“The vast amount of money that govern- 
ment has poured into recreation,” Dr. | 
Schrader said, “‘was because of the need for } 
recreation.’”’ Communities which maintain

Bailey said. He told ofa prisoner who asked 
for a Bible, became a model prisoner, excited 
sympathy, was paroled but soon came back. 
Another had the best set of burglar tools 
ever seen, and he said that he had made them 
in prison. 

Mr. Bailey compared our institutions and 
methods with England's. An inmate at Dart- 
moor prison remembers his confinement to 
his dying day, he said, and the commission 
of a crime in England is quickly and severely 
penalized. Here we go in for “co-operative 
societies and the like,’ whereas the only 
language a prisoner really understands is the 
hard-boiled language. 

The speaker said the police is some dis- 
tricts are soft-hearted, and in drunken driv- 
ing cases, cases were mentioned where the 
driver was driven to the station or home to 
sober up and then let go Scot free. 

Evils cited were continuances of cases on 
pretexts, with the hope that important wit- 
nesses would fail to appear, and nol prossing 
by certain district attorneys, which is get- 
ting to be quite an indoor sport.

Tech Professor 

to Talk on Floods 

Professor Frederick K. Morris, of the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology, 
spoke before the Phillips Club in Andover 
last year so entertainingly that it seemed 
worth while to present him to a larger audi 
ence this season, On next Friday evening at 
8:15 he will speak in a public lecture at the 
Meeting Room. Professor Morris has a vast 
knowledge in many fields, and with it a most 
delightful sense of humor and a stimulating 
outlook on life in general. His subject will be 
particularly appropriate in view of the ex 
periences we have just passed through, 
“The Biography of a Great River,” and he 
will explain the reasons for the disaster 
which has just afflicted New England. 

As Professor Morris says: .\'' rivers have 
histories, very like the histories of men 
development, readjustments to many chan- 
ges in their surroundings, and inspiring re- 
births of energy when new tasks and oppor 
tunities are laid before them. We could 
justify the writing of a river’s biography, as 
convincingly as the author of “Rats, Lice 
and History” has defended writing the bi- 
ography of a plague—and the story itself a 
prettier one. 

Professor Morris chooses the Hudson 
River, chiefly because he is very familiar 
with it, and hag just written a book about 
it. Abundantly illustrated with colored lan 
tern slides, including many of his own draw- 
ings, the tale shows the surprising changes 
in the river, its valley and the surrounding 
lands during the last thousand million years; 
and how every one of these events—even 
the oldest of them—affects our life today. 

With the clue which this story gives you, 
you can begin to interpret your river which 
flows through your town, understand why it 
occasionally goes on a rampage as it has done 
occasionally goes on a rampage as it has just 
done, and weave stories for yourselves from 
the facts which the river tells.

able, but it is felt that it would be unwise to 
allow its use until it is finally accepted by 
the town, 

Of the three buildings the junior high is 
nearest completion. The gymnasium and 
auditorium are far enough along to afford the 
visitor a good idea of what the finished pro- 
duct will look like. The contractors are now 
ready to lay the floor on the gymnasium. The 
ceiling is all set, and the lighting fixtures are 
in except for the lamps and globes, The 
grills for the windows and skylights are yet 
to be put in, as are the folding doors. The 
locker rooms, except for a few small details 
are practically ready. 

The proscenium arch in the auditorium 
was finished Wednesday, and all the orna- 
mental plastering, an excellent job, is 
nrattically complete. About six more work- 
ing days are estimated for the plastering. 
The side walls are complete except for the 
skim coat, The balcony ceiling is done, leav- 
ing room for the lighting fixtures, which are 
to be flush with the ceiling. In the audi- 
torium proper there are to be eight chande- 
liers, and 24 lights concealed in the sky light. 

The foyer has an arched ceiling, with in- 
direct lighting. There is also a big showcase, 
to be used for flags, etc. Two checkrooms 
flank the entrance 


AUDITORIUM FRONT IMPOSING 


The granite steps at the front of the audi- 
torium are all set, with the exception of the 
lead filling. The brick paving at the top of 
the steps is now being put in. The front of 
the auditorium is practically complete, ex- 
cept for the coat of saint on the big pillars. 
High up on the wall in between the pillars 
are diffusion lights which will light the whole 
front of the building. 

In the whole group of buildings there are 
1400 lamps, running from 15 watts to two

The junior high classrooms are f 
complete, except for a few minor details and 
the installation of the equipment. Most of 
the lockers have been placed in the hallways, 
while the tile floor still remains to be laid. 
The cedar floors in the classrooms are all laid. 
The painting is complete except for a stripe 
separating the light colored paint up above 
from the darker dado. Some waxing is nec- 
essary on the woodwork. 

The lighting fixtures in the rooms are com- 
plete. In the ordinary classroom there are 
six large globes, the three nearer the window 
being on a separate circuit from the others 
so that they may be operated independently, 
The blackboards and the tackboards are in. 
Each room has a cupboard, with glass floors, 
| for the teacher’s supplies. Unit ventilators 
in each room take the air from outside, 
purify it and heat it and then send it into 
the rooms. They are regulated by thermostat, 
The windows allow no-draft ventilation, The 
bottom part of both upper and lower window 
swing out simultaneously, but for the no 
draft ventilation the top part of the bottom 
window and the bottom part of the top win- 
dow spread apart to allow the air to come in 
above the heads of the youngsters. 

The doors leading to the principal's office, 
and several of the doors in the other rooms, 
notaoly the library, are of quarter-inch ash 
veneer, with a beautiful grain, There are two 
large combination rooms, with folding doors 
to cut them in half, and the manual training 
room has the same arrangement 

There are two toilet rooms on each floor. 
The general science room has a plaster pic- 
ture screen inserted in the wall, The music 
room is a masterpiece. It will seat 100 per- 
sons, the chairs being portable, There 1s a 
small stage, flanked by two storage rooms 
for instruments, music, etc. The windows will 
have draperies. 

In all there are thirteen regular classrooms 
and the room for the special class, There are 
nine special rooms. One of the best things 
about the building is the large amount of 
storage space, a necessity in the modern 
school.

Nor can an adequate picture of the 
way in which the community responded to 
the need that followed the flood disaster be 
painted. The general public wants and ought 
to know, however, some of the outstanding 
facts in this story or rehabilitation and relief 


While the waters were still rising those 
citizens to whom public safety has been ofh 
cially trusted were at the scenes of greatest 
danger and misfortune doing all that was 
humanly possible to bring relief, Our select 
men, the members of the Board of Public 
Works, the Fire Department, and the Police 
Force more than justified the confidence 
that has been placed in them, Many of them 
worked for twenty-four hours or more refus 
ing to leave the scene of the flood until the 
worst danger was passed 

In the days during and immediately follow 
ing the flood one hundred and two families 
were forced to evacuate their homes and find 
shelter and protection elsewhere, This meant 
that close to four hundred persons had to be 
cared for either in the homes of relatives, 
friends, or some other place provided for re 


Realizing that we can touch upon only a} 
few of the aspects of this program and men- 
tion only a few of the groups who offered aid 
we want to refer especially to the Red Cross, 
the American Legion anita Women’s Aux- 
iliary, the Andover Guild, Phillips Academy, 
the Andover Service Club, and the Town 
Infirmary 

The Red Cross is the organization that 
one naturally thinks of in connection with 
any disaster that suddenly stirkes a com- 
munity. The Andover Chapter certainly adds 
one more illustration of the promptness and 
efficiency of the national organization, From 
its temporary headquarters in the Commons 
at Phillips Academy sandwiches and coffee 
were going out to families driven from their 
homes, men working both in the flood area 
and on the roads to which traffic was diverted, 
and to the National Guard men posted to pro- 
tect life and property; and at the same time 
meals were regularly sent to those 
housed at the Guild. Meanwhile the officers 
of the local Red Cross were seeing that refu 
wees properly housed and cared for 
Contributions of money, food and clothing

IN RECREATION, REV. MR. BALDWIN STATES 


Our Guest Editorial —— 


By Rev. A. Graham Baldwin 

“The Movement by the American 
people toward more adequate recrea- 
tional facilities is one of the significant 
social trends of recent times.”’ This 
statement taken from the report of the 
commission to study social trends ap- 
pointed by Mr. Hoover during his presi- 
dency ought to interest the citizens of 
Andover. At our last town meeting we 
yoted an additional thousand dollars 
for more adequate playground facilities 
and for supervision of play for children 
in two sections of the town whose needs 
along these lines had hitherto been 
practically ignored. There was some 
slight opposition to this move on the 
basis of economy but practically none 
because of any antagonism to the idea 
of organized or supervised play. This 
indicates, I think, the enlightened atti- 
tude of Andover citizens and a keen 
appreciation of the needs that have 
developed in the last few decades with 
fundamental changes in our social life. 

Public playgrounds have sometimes 
been criticized on the basis of the belief 
that they make play artificial and take 
the real fun out of recreation. There are 
those who champion the free (and some- 
times wild) rovings of children where 
they will and the adventuresome search- 
ing for new excitement and pleasure. 
Without discrediting the possible ad- 
vantages in this kind of recreation I 
should like to insist that public play- 
grounds do not kill spontaneity of play 
if they are properly supervised. They 
do not mean regimentation of leisure 
time of children. They do not kill initia- 
tive and self-reliance; nor do they de- 
tract from the fun that play should 


bring to the individual. On the contrary | 


they tend to cultivate in children those

developed or underdeveloped when 
children are left to their own devices and 
afforded inadequate opportunities for 
wholesome play. As Professor Hugh 
Hartshorne has said in his book entitled 
“Character in Human Relations,”’ “It 
is abundantly proved that adequate 
play facilities reduce crime and increase 
health and happiness,”’ and he adds, 
“All who seek to improve the general 
environment of children in the interest 
of their moral and physical growth must 
take account of the opportunities which 
these children have for play and recrea- 
tion.” 

I think Andover has taken another 
definite step in the right direction. In all 
probability it will take others in the 
same direction as the years go by and 
as more and more people see both the 
need for and the great advantages of a 
well-planned, a well-integrated and a 
well-run program of play activities for 
children of all ages. Aside from the 
human values involved it is good econ- 
omy, for the money spent for these 
things means money saved through the 
down of the destruction of 
property, through the prevention of 
accident and ill-health, and through the 
substantial reduction of juvenile de- 
linquency.
